SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


In presenting our annual report we still have cause to congratu- 
Yate the citizens of Henniker on the healthful condition of its 
finances. Although having been called on to pay several large 
bills outside the general routine of our ordinary expenses, we have 
been enabled to meet all legal demands and have left a balance in 
the treasury amounting to $3,137.65, -—a very commendable 
showing when we take into consideration the fact that but one 
dollar was raised at our last annual meeting to defray town 
charges, and also that we have been obliged to appropriate from 
the treasury, without replenishing it by taxation, the following 
‘sums : —

Most of these are extraordinary expenditures, and, excepting 
the academy appropriation, not likely to occur again in the ordi- 
nary business of the town. We last year voted $500 in addition 
to what the law requires for the support of common schools, 
which we presume will not be thought necessary in the future, or 
at least until the working of the new school law is more fully 
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understood. It will beseen by these figures that there will be no 
occasion for the raising of money for town charges, but with care- 
ful management and economy in our expenditures we can easily 
add to our balance on hand in the neighborhood of $1,000 a year 
from our different sources of income. We have no town paupers 
and but two county paupers at the present time, so we may con- 
gratulate ourselves on the fact that the day is past when large 
sums will be required to be drawn from our treasury for the sup- 
port of the unfortunate poor. Our taxes must be extremely low | 
in the future, providing there is no unforeseen demand for ex- 
penditures; and we do not see the necessity of assessing any 
money tax so long as our financial standing continues as at present,. 
except what the law strictly requires.

The tuitions for the spring term and the cash now on hand will

It will 
be observed that the last annual report covered only two terms of 
the school, and that thirty dollars of the amount paid out during 
the past year was for unpaid services of assistant during the 
preceding year. 

It has been our aim to maintain a first-class school, second to 
none other in any country village in this State, and one that 
shall, at the same time, furnish educational advantages to the 
youth of this town at the smallest possible expense. How well 
we have succeeded in our undertaking can be best answered by 
those whose children have been pupils in the school. We trust 
that the citizens of the town will unite in giving the school their 
hearty support and a fair trial during the further continuance of 
the contract with the trustees, so that the town may receive the 
greatest possible advantage from the expenditure of its money.

SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


In presenting this, the annual report of the condition of the 
schools in town, I am pleased to say that, as a whole, the standard 
of the schools has been fully maintained, and much progress has 
been made in most of them; and although there is room for 
much improvement, I believe they will compare favorably with 
those of other country towns. The teachers worked hard, and, 
with perhaps one or two exceptions, succeeded in convincing 
their pupils that only hard work in the schoolroom would make 
them succeed in their studies; and without any disparagement to 
teachers in former years I can safely say that, with an exception 
or two, the schools of our town have not had for a long term of 
years a more industrious, faithful, and efficient corps of teachers 
than during the past year. , 

The past year closes labor in our schools under the old law. 
On March 1, 1886, the new school law went into operation. 
The first school taught in Henniker was in 1767, by Mrs. Josiah 
Warde, in the kitchen of her house. ‘The first money raised by 
the town for school purposes was at the annual meeting in March, 
1773, and the first school teacher paid by this money was Mrs. 
Elizabeth Arbuckle Patterson, wife of Alexander Patterson, one 
of the earliest settlers of the town. For the first eighteen years 
after the incorporation of the town only $230 was raised by the 
town for schooling, but from the commencement of the present 
century until the present, the town has, as a general thing, been 
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liberal in its appropriations for schools. ‘The new school law is 
in many respects the law in force three fourths of a century or 
more ago; the selectmen then engaged the teachers and had 
the charge of the schools. In 1827, the selectmen for the first 
time appointed a superintending school committee. The board 
to be elected under the new law are to perform all the duties now 
incumbent upon the prudential and supervising committees of 
the town and several districts, and in addition have the power to 
-do as they please with the schools, — close up such schoolhouses 
as they shall see fit, grade the schools, and say where the scholars 
of the town shall or shall not attend school. A faithful and 
impartial execution of the law can only make it of any benefit. 
It is of the highest importance, then, that this committee shall 
consist of conservative men, or women, — for women are equally 
eligible with men, —and that the interests of the people of the 
whole town shall be carefully guarded, and no rash experimental 
measures be adopted and put in force. It is for the people of the 
town to say what shall be done.

John Garland, Prudential Committee. 

Miss Carrie L. Whitcomb taught the summer term, it being her 
‘first experience as a teacher, but she carried with her into the 
“school room her studious, industrious habits and succeeded nicely. 
Miss Julia A. Rice taught the fall and winter terms, and by her 
faithful work carried forward the good work begun in the summer 
term in such a manner that the terms of this school were valuable 
ones to the pupils of the district.

Franklin Peasley, Prudential Committee. 

This district had no summer term of school, but the fall and 
winter terms were combined with a short vacation at the end of 
several weeks. Miss Mary W. Eastman was the teacher. I 
visited this school at its commencement, but the sudden illness of 
the teacher a few days before the school was to close brought it to 
an abrupt termination, and I did not visit it again. I under- 
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stand, however, that the pupils in this school made good progress: 
in the different branches pursued by them. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Harrison Morrill, Prudential Committee. 

Miss Clara E. Patten taught the three terms in this district with: 
her usual faithfulness, and although her school was small in num-- 
bers —the smallest in town—she did a good work, as each 
examination showed. Miss Patten is deserving of a wider field. 
as a teacher.

Moses W. Rice, Prudential Committee. 

The three terms in this district were taught by Miss Helen H.. 
Colby, who is an old teacher in this town. She performed her™ 
duties in this school with her usual energy and industry, and each 
examination was a testimony to her faithful and thorough in-- 
struction. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Curtis B. Childs, Prudential Committee. 

Miss Carrie L. Morse continued her labors in this school’ 
through the year, making six continuous terms in this school, and. 
the good results of her teaching were exhibited in a manner not 
to be mistaken. ‘This is the largest school in town, but the order 
was excellent and great good was accomplished. Her class of 
nearly a dozen large scholars would be an honor to any district.. 
Iam glad this district knew a good teacher and retained her~ 
valuable services.

David K. Robbins, Prudential Committee. 

This district had no summer school, and I need only say that: 
Miss Jessie Marshall taught the fall term to know that a good’ 
school was assured. Many things were taught outside of the text-- 
books, and the pupils made rapid progress in all of their studies. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Arvilla A. Hardy, who» 
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had taught the school previously in this district, and during this 
‘term succeeded quite well in maintaining the standard of the 
school.

James Fellows, Prudential Committee. 

Miss Lydia Marshall taught the summer term, and like her sister 
enters the schoolroom to work, and her faithfulness and thorough- 

ness in teaching were shown in her admirable examination.

Flanders who was a teacher in this school eighteen years previous 
to this, and it is sufficient to say that her pupils lost none of their 
interest in their studies under her excellent labors,

labors in this school. Her closing examination was an excellent 
one.

Miss Ada M. Carr taught the summer and fall terms of this 
school. There are but few advanced scholars in this school, but 
Miss Carr fully maintained her reputation as one of our best 
teachers. The winter term was taught by George M. Carr. The 
school was small in numbers owing to the prevalence of whoop- 
ing cough in the district when the term began, but Mr. Carr was 
able to accomplish much by his industrious and faithful labors in 
the schoolroom.

The summer term and three weeks of the fall term were taught 
by Miss Annie G. Morse, who succeeded finely in maintaining 
the high standard of this school. The district and all concerned 
were very sorry to lose her services, but the death of a sister 
called her away, and the remainder of the terms were taught by 
Miss Bertha H. Ross who proved a faithful and energetic teacher . 
and an excellent disciplinarian. Her examination at the close 
of the school for the year was a very interesting one.

Warren S. Foster, Prudential Committee. 

The summer term was taught by Miss Grace E. Preston, who» 
came to her work with ardent hopes and full of energy, but her~ 
- health soon gave way and she was unable to continue longer in 
the school, much to the regret of the parents of the district, for 
she proved herself to be a thorough teacher. 

The fall term was taught by Miss Jennie L. Hoyt, who had 
never taught school before, and should not have undertaken this 
one. I visited the school three times, and although the teacher 
worked hard in her way, the pupils made but little progress in 
their studies.
